Washinqto?!, Ang. 20. — Thn war de- 
partment is In almost daily receipt of 
oomidKints from the dlsboning officers 
in the yarions mer and harbor districts 
of the conntrj ooaoemlng the delay in 
forwarding money from tho trcasnry de- 
partment in response to tlu-ir roqnisi- 
tions. These conipliiiuts rc.prt'sont that 
in many eases contractors and laborers 
are olamoroos for money, wbioli in 
some oaeee baa been doe for three or 
fonr months. 

The war department offlcia's are re- 
luctant to di.scuRS the question, hot ad- 
mit that complaints are luiide and that 
instead of being confined to any one or 
twodistriota are quite general. 

There has b«sn especial oriticisu from 
the Detroit and St. Lonia diatriets In 
each of which tlu* d^overnment is in 
arreara to the extent i)f about <;150,000. 

The war depart mi- lU olTicials say tliut 
the responsibility iur tiiis Htate of <iffairs 
is not theirs. It has been the practice 
heretofore for the engineer otticers in 
charge of the nvor and harbor work 
in the various districts to send iu their 
reqnisitioua at or about the beginumg 
•f maih month for the money supposed 
to be necessary to meet the expenses of 
the month. The chief engineer for- 
wards them promptly giving full cre- 
dence to she eetimatea of the anbordinate 
offloera in the field, bnt the treaaory de 
partment, it ia aaidj now ahowa a dis- 
poaition to withhold aettlenaat longer 
than WON formerly the caae. 

War department offioiala oomplain 
that tJUa has had tha effect of keeping 
the government in arrears to employes, 
of oaoaiug criticism of their department 
and of hardship to peraona depenaeut 
upon this work. In the caae of the 
work in the Detroit district, for iU' 
stance, it is reported that General Poe, 
in charge of the work there, waa oom 
pelled to send two telegrama urging at- 
tention to his requisition before be could 
get the money upon it. Rumor placed 
the amount of requisitions withheld at 
fro m jOO.OOO to 16,000,000. bnt the 
chu't ut' I bo warrant division of the 
tro i^iiiry when tscbu said this report was 
an o'luggeration and that his books 
Rhow rhur only little over |600,000 in 
reuuisit'';:us Btand unpaid. 

The rc^iaisitionB tor rivor and harbor 
work cuino ironi tho war department, 
auii when endovsod an iiuniodiately uec 
esb.iry, are, acconl'rij; to Mr. AIcL«iuuaii, 
forthwith paid ovoi lo ttie engineer in 
charge.

The booikS of the waii-aut division 
ahow at present that payments on ac 
connt of river and haroor work are nu 
usually heavy. Over itl,700,000 was 
paid to disbursing olUoers last month 
and over (31,600.000 for the 19 days of 
the present mouth, or at the rate of 
$80,000,000 a year. The appropriations 
for the fiscal year which closed July 1. 
1805, were i:20,04.'i.0O0, and for the pies 
ent year ending July 1. they ag 
gregate 1 ,458.000.

Washinqton, Ang. 20.— The officials 
of Che Chinese legation havu no infor- 
mation throwing any light on the re- 
ported refusal of the home government 
to permit the membera of the mixed 
British and American oommission to in- 
vestigate tlM "KA-Obnattt maaaaon. 
In f aot the legation has not yet been ap 
prised offleialljr at the appointment of 
the commisaion. The only explanation 
given as reason for the Sported refusal 
is that the action reported to have been 
taken was by the Chinese local officials 
who possibly have not been informed 
by the central government of the ap- 
pointment of the commission to ina^e 
the investigation, the local officials act- 
ing nieruly un their own InoHiiatioM iu 
the premises. 

If the reported action of the Chinese 
be correct it is apparently not a matter 
of very giiMt sui prisa to tne officials of 
the state de|iartiuent here. Thev at- 
tribute any refusal of the local authori- 
ties to [joniut tiie coininissifiii to invesi- 
igate tlie troubles to tii(< well known d^'- 
sires of the Chiiie.se to conduct sucii in- 
quiries by tlieir own people, the diSiike 
of hrtving any iiiteifereiice by outsiders 
and to tne general suspiciousness with 
which tliey look upon foreigners. 

Tlie pii'.sent trouliles, the olli' ials say, 
are not dissimilar m fiiiy ni. aerial re- 
spect troiii others that liave oecur.id 
from time to time m the diploinanc ii •• 
tory of the government's inteicsis, and 
a glance at the British and American 
blue booka will aabatantiate (hia atate- 

ment. 

A somewhat similar case to the p- es- 
ent, it is said, is found iu that uf Kay- 
uiond -Margery, a liriiish otUcer in rue 
consular seivice, who was killed in tne 
province of Yunan about 15 or 10 years 
ago. In this instance the British 
government demanded re|4irate<ii 
and tile a|>pointuient of a conimis- 
sion to make an investigation re- 
salted. At first there was decided 
objection by the local officials to having 
foreignera take part in the inquiry, but 
the matter waa finally adjusted in a 
way apj^arently aatiafaotory to the 
British. It is not feared here iu offltnui 
circles but that any complieutious that 
may have arisen in the present case 
will be adjusted and ample reparation 
be made for the lives that were lost ia 
the Ku-Cheng uiassa< re.

The knee panta makera' union is the 
next onauization booked to strike, but 
not nuol they hear froui the ooutmctors 
on the qoaaiion of aigniug their agree- 
ment. 

Cloakmakers' Union No. 1 has pre- 
sented a now piecework price, increas- 
ing rates for cloak making from 25 to 60 
per cent over praseut ttgures. There 
are 10,000 workers interested \ un- 
less concessions are made, will go on a 
general strike.

FlameahndM 
out afresh in the wreckage last night 
aud the fire engines *t again ponring 
on water, still fofltor impoding tto 
work of rescue. 

The list of dead aud missing now 
numbers '-.'.'>, making the aisaster the 
worst that over occurred in the city. 
Up to 8:30 last night only seven bodies 
had been recovered, being those of 
Manager (rrenier and his wife, clasped 
in each others' arms; Gore Burt, a Rock 
Island railroad conductor; Mrs. George 
R. Wolfe and daughter, Fred HubboTd 
and Will Kichards, the elevator operator 
of the hotel. 

Among the missing is now included 
Elmer neroe, the night engineer, who 
is said to have re-entered the hotel just 
before the explosion occurred. It is to 
this man's carelessness that the disaster 
is attributed. 

The bodies of Peter Onmry and Gen- 
eral Adams are still in the ruins. Judge 
Jamee Olynn, who was at first snp- 
posed to to in his room at the hotel, 
turns out to to at Holyoke, Colo., where 
he was spetding Soaday with friends. 

A vast throng snrronod the bnilding 
en all aides, pushing forward aa far aa 
the fire ropes will allow. Ttopolioe are 
oonstantly guarding againat anyone 
(dippiag through tto lliMo oaooooont 
of the great daanr that ito ftoatot 
the bnilding may rail. 

The aoenaa aanroaadiag the death of 
Jamea Mnrphy, oonttaotor, waa hoart- 
rending- TboflraiMn engaged at tto 
rear of the hoilding hoard tto agmlslng 
cries from the man that he was omming 
and asking ttom to ooatiBno to plaoe 
the water. Aftwr a few honra of horoio 
work tto firemen reached him. Hia two 
lower limto were pinioned totween two 
joists. After the most herculean efforts 
with dense smoto blinding them, the 
firemen released Murphv's left leg. At 
this moment a shot of name compelled 
them to withdraw. Murphy then of- 
fered his rescuers $1,000 to get him out, 
and piteously demanded them to chop 
his leg off. A second later the west 
wall collapsed and OOTOTOd Muphy 
with tons of ruins. 

M. 8. Let.sou, a dairyman of this city, 
was iu the ruins iO hours before he was 
rescued. His injuries are a crushed 
arm, several contusions and the shock 
to his nerves. 

The total loss caused by tho explosion 
and fire is attont $?•"), 000. The tiumry 
hotel was worth about |','j,000 and had 
<«,000 worth of furniture. It is a total 
wreck, but was insiu°ed for|.io,000. 

The McAliLun block, which stands 
next to the^iuniry, was also heavily 
damaged. It is owned by Colonel E. 
A. Bishop and was built in 18it0. It is 
a -i-story pressed brick, and Is occupied 
throughout by A LiUiblade Furniture 
company. The whole rear end of this 
block was ruined. The loss on the 
buildiii- i-^ about i;j.''),OU<), as the build- 
ing will have to be torn down. This 
block is insured for $15,000. The stock 
of A. Lillib. ide, valued at $30,000, ia 
only partly mat.
